The city council met in resnlar 


session at the city hall ou Tuesday 
evening, Mayor Wheclau presiding. 
Several of the aldermen wore absent 
but when the roll was called a quorum 
was found present. 


Tho first matter that MSS taken up 


was that of establishing gates or other 
protection 
at the various railroad 


crossnigs in tho city. 
The mafcicr 


had lain dormant since the meeting 
in February, when a resolution had 
been passed on tho subject, requiring 
the different railroads to put in gates. 
After the passage of tho resolution the 
railroad commission had been notified 
of tho action of the council and the 
companies thru their agents or other- 
wise, had agreed to do anything that 
the city wanted in tho matter. 
Iho 


one exception to this was tho St. 1'aul 
road iwhich had been maintaining a 
llagmau at their crossing for a number 
of years, and tho flagman was a person 
who was entirely trustworthy and 
always on dnty, and by many con- 
sidered better thau tho ordinary gates 
woud have been. 


There wore representatives 
from 


all of the roads at the council meeting 
last night with the exception of tho 
Northwestern. 
Mr. Audersou, for tho 


St Paul road, stated that he had 
heard from his company on tho sub- 
ject and that they stood ready to pnt 
in gates if tho city ^wanted them in- 
stead of a flagman, but that it was 
considered that tho present protection 
was better. 
At this stage of the pro- 


ceedings the clerk read a petition 
with about forty signers 
attached 


which asked that at the Green Bay & 
Western crossing a flagman bo main- 
tained instead of gates, as the signers 
considered a competent flagman better 
than gates, besides which there was 
no danger pt tho crossing anyway, 
owing to tho fact that there are but 
few trains, aud these always stop he- 
fore going over the crossing. 


.Prank Seymour of the Green Bay

esting people and tbtass of which Mr. 
A. E. Pratt writes, says tli« .London 
Mirror. 


Papua Is a land of which, as yel, no 


explorers, not even Mr. Pratt und his 
son, who accompanied him In his ex- 
peditions in the virgin mountains and 
forests of the land, know very much. 


"Fifty years ago schoolboys, looking 


at their map of Africa, blessed the dark 
continent ft>r an easy place to learn," 
Bays Mr. Pratt In his opening pages. "A 
few names fringed the coast; 
Inland 


nearly all was comprehended under th',' 
cheerful word 'unexplored.' 


"Such in great measure Is the case 


with New Guinea to-day. 
Us 300,000 


square miles of territory, held by Croat 
Britain, Germany and the Netherlands, 
are destined In the course of the next 
half century to enrich the worlds of com- 
merce and ot science to a, decree that 
may to some extent be forecast by what 
Is already known of very restricted 
areas." 


It Is a difficult country to explore, nnd 


that for several reasons. 
The moun- 


tains are numerous and Bleep, much of 
the soil Is broken in a fashion peculiar- 
ly irritating to pedestrians, and tho na- 
tives, without whose assistance prac- 
tically nothing can be accomplished, ar» 
difficult to deal with. 


You are entirely in the hands of the 


natives, without whom you cannot stir 
a foot. Ail your Impedimenta, your 
food, stores, scientific implements nnd 
"trade" (material for barter, the equiva- 
lent of ready money) must BO on 
the 


backs of your cannibal friends, a people 
without organization, who arc hard to 
collect and hard to persuade to follow 
you. 


The different tribes which populate 


the Island differ widely in language ami 
character, but all appear to be more or 
less warlike. The men are well-knit, 
strongly-built fellows; capable of im- 
mense endurance, and—at odd. moments 
—of much hard work. 


Among them are a number ot curious 


people whom Mr. PraU is inclined to 
take as a hllherto unknown human fam- 


j ily,,although as wllUbe scon from the 
i following passaee, he Is not yet quite 


certain of this: 


"An Interesting feature of Hula was

It is natural that Seuntor Heyburu 


should be chief! sponsor for a pure food 
law in the senate, as he Is said to tip 
thei scales at 320 pounds and Is fa- 
mous for his appetite for food, pure or 
luipuro. An eyewitness of the hicideut 
made a solemn statement that the sen- 
ator at a Kiugle sitting once consumed 
live plates of soup, four dozen oysters, 
three porterhouse steaks, a half gal- 
lon of Ice cream and two pics, to say 
nothing of the trimmings and vegeta- 
bles that go with such a meal. 


Two other advocates of pure food 


laws are Professor Harvey VT. Wiley, 
head of the bureau of chemistry of tlie 
agricultural department, and Professor 
Thomas B. Stlllman, director of the 
chemical laboratories of Stevens insti- 
tute, Hobokeu. It was r-rofossor Still- 
man who gave the remarkable ."syn- 
thetic dinner" at a leading New York 
hotel recently. He called the banquet 
"synthetic" because all tho dishes serv- 
ed were synthetically constructed, or 
built up before the eyes of those who 
afterward ate thorn. He gave the din- 
ner to show what chemistry could do 
iu the way of providing food suhstl-

emigrate. Since their pay must come 
from the steamship tickets which they 
sell, the agents take good care to'see 
that many of them are disposed of In 
the__cour5e of a year. The flaming 


posters which they flaunt in tie laces 
of the young people who are already 
restive and overanxious to go, offering 
the cheapest transportation and, to 
their minds, fabulous wages on J!h( 
other side of the Atlantic, prove lijre- 
sistible to the average Irish villager.

explorers, not even Mr. Pratt and his 
son, who accompanied him in his ex- 
peditions in the virgin mountains and 
foresta of the land, know very much. 


"Fifty years ago schoolboys, looking 


at their map of Africa, blessed the dark 
continent for an easy place to Wra," 
says Mr, Pratt In his opening pages "A 
few names fringed the coast, 
Inland 


nearly all was comprehended undei tha 
cheerful word 'unexplored' 


"Such In great measure is the case 


with New Guinea to-day. 
Us 300,000 


Bqu.ue miles of territory, held by Gieat 
Britain, Germany und the Netherlands, 
are destined in the course o£ tlif next 
half century to enrich tho worlilb ofcom- 
merce and of science to a degree that 
may to some extent be forecast by what 
Is already known of very tes>trlcted 
areas." 


It la a difficult country to explore, and 


that for several reasons. 
The moun- 


tains aro numerous and steep, much of 
the soil is broken In a fashion peculiar- 
ly irritating to pedestrians, and the na- 
tives, without whose assistance prac- 
tically nothing can be accomplished, aie 
difficult to deal with. 


You are entirely in the hands of the 


natives, without whom you cannot stir 
a foot. All your Impedimenta, your 
food, stores, scientific; implements and 
"trade" (material for barter, the equiva- 
lent of ready money) must RO on the 
backs of your cannibal friends,, a people 
without organization, who are hard lo 
collect and hard to persmulo to follow 
you 


The dlffeient tribes which populate 


the island differ widely In langiiiign ami 
diameter, but al! appear to bemoieor 
less warlike The men aro well-knit, 
strongly-built fallows, capable of im- 
mense endurance, and—at odd moments 
—of much hard work. 


Among them aro a number ot cm Ions 


people whom Mr Pratt Is Inclined to 
take as a hitherto unknown human lam- 
llj'.ialthough as will! be seen from the 
following passate, he is not yet iiilte 
certain of this: 


"An Interesting feature of Hula was 


the presence there of a piebald people," 
he says. "For tha most pai t their oodles 
were brown, but they were marked with 
pinkish patches unevenly distilbuted. 
This marking might be due to a disease, 
contracted from a tpo constant fish diet; 
but if it were a disease I could not dis- 
cover that it gave any discomfort. 


"Against this tkwy must be set this 


fact, that I observed one man In whom 
the light markings predominated. 
In 


fact, he was quite fresh colored, HUe an 
European, and had light hair " 


COMMERCIAL TRAVELERS. 


In Austria They Must Pay Taxes and 


AJB Classed as Regular 


Tradesmen. 


Commercial 
travelers 
In 
Austria 


have to pay taxes and ate therefore 
considered regular tradesmen, even If 
they have no open business places or 
sample rooms. As a rule, good agents, 
especially If they have business houses 
of their own, refuso to represent firms 
who are not well known unless they 
can get contributions and warehouse 
expenses. Thoy will not run any risks 
toi firms which aie unknown hi Aus- 
tria, and, as there are many films who 
will pay liberal salaries if they can get 
their services, American firms find it 
difficult to obtain them. 


Many Austrian manufacturing firms 


have branch houses at the capitals, es- 
pecially at Vienna, but some English 
manufacturings firms, especially m the 
agricultural line, have warehouses and 
even factories throughout Austria, and 
when a traveler, for Instance, leaves 
the railway 
station at Prague, the 


capital of Bohemia, he will soon no- 
tice the 
signboards of 
well-known 


English manufacturing firms who do 
a large trade in Austria and have their 
warehouses even In provincial towns. 


Travelers in Austria 
are mostly 


hard working and respectable men, 
very temperate In their habits and ex- 
tremely dlllgcjnt Nearly all of them 
travel third class on the lallways and 
with the exception, perhaps, ot those 
In the wine ;md spirit lines, they are 
seldom addicted to drinking. A trav- 
eler who drinks loses the respect of 
his fellow travelers.

»lble to grant. In order to understan 
the boycott one must know somethln 
of Chinese history. 
As China 
ha 


never had representative governmen 
the 
people have been 
compelled 
to 


bring their complaints before official 
by petition; and, where the pctltlo 
has botm ignored, they have been ac 
truHlomtnl to bring such pressure t 
tear as was within their power, an 
th« boycott has often been resorted t 
as a means of compelling action upo: 
the part ot officials. 
They, therefore 


conceived the Idea of a boycott agains 
American goods for the double pur 
pose of urging their own governmen 
to favorable action and of calling th 
attention of the American governmen 
to tholr complaint. 
Our officials ar 


doing what they can to convince th 
Chinese government of the Injuitlc 
•ml tolly of the boycott, and the Chi 
oene officials with whom I conversei 
Deemed anxious to cooperate with ou 
tnintater and consuls. 
Immediate ac 


tlon upon the part of our congress 
whether favorablo or unfavorable tc 
the Chluoao, will remove the excuse 
for a boycott; and our governmen 
nhoiilil not be Influenced In Its action 
by tiny threat* affecting trade, for th' 
pubji'ct IH too grave to be determlnec 
ty commercial considerations.

3USINESS RESUMING IN CITY 


Belief Fund Has Already Swelled to 


Over $2,000,000 — Slight Earth- 
quake Causes Considerable Alarm 
—One Woman Killed. 


Oakland, Cal.—A 
well-known 
en- 


gineer states that the area devastated 
by the lire In San Francisco -approxi- 
mates 10,000 acres, or about 15 square 
raUes. There are few cities 
in 
the 


world where so much valuable prop- 
erty is contained In an 
equal terri- 


tory. 


Within this 15 square miles were 


nearly 100 banks, some df the finest 
buildings in the world, thousands of 
mercantile and 
manufacturing estab- 


lishments and more than 230,000 inhab- 
itants, besides 40,000 transients. 


The aggregate number of dead prob- 


fibly will not exceed 700, and will cer- 
tainly not reach 1,000. 


Notwithstanding the enormous and 


widespread destructions the homes of 
150,000 people are still standing and 
practically uninjured. 


There still remains the great ship 


yards at the Potrero, tho Pacific mall 
docks, the stockyards at 
South San 


Francisco, the docks and manufactories 
along the water front 
from 
Mission 


Creek to Hunter's Point, the mint, the 
post office and a large retail district on 
Flllmore and Devisadero streets.

Business Resumption, 


There was resumption of business to 


in astonishing extent considering tne 
condition, throughout the resident sec- 
tion. Retail stores were instructed to 
reopen and the municipal government 
has established a scale of prices for the

commodities, 
foou, 


clothing, etc., v/hich is even below that 
existing under 
normal 
conditions. 


Warning was given retailers that any 
effort on their part to charge exorbi- 
tant prices would result in summary 
action by the authorities. 


There is no need for the resumption 
f cooking in the houses. The work of 
mlldlng and Improving the chimneys is, 
growing rapidly, but It will be some 
Ime before It is considered safe to al- 
ow fires. 


Cooked Food Spoils. 


The food committee reported that all 
lecessary provisions were on hand and 
obtainable. They said that they were 
:ven overwhelmed with provisions, 
'erlshable "food is causing 
trouble. 


Vlayor Schmitz drew up a 
telegram 


which was to be sent over the entire 
United States requesting all sources ot 
elief to refrain from sending perlsh- 
ble food. Supplies should be limited 
o staples. 


Gen. 
'Greeley assured Mayor Schmitz 


hat the army was will ng and anxious 
o do all In its power in 
the 
relief 


rneasut.es now being enfarced. But.as 


supi-'tment of thl? assuvance he pe- 


Hionej the municipal authorities to

any hour. It was one of these so-called 
"vigilance committees" that is to be 
held responsible for the death of Maj. 
Tllden, w.ho was shot whllo perform- 
ing relief work. The mayor Wednes- 
day gave -Instructions that the mem- 
bers of theso "committees" were to be 
disarmed wherever found by the city 
police, and if any resistance was of- 
fered were to bo treated as looters. 


Water Is Scarce. 


The water problem (s still a seri- 


ous one. It was decided that still fur- 
ther restrictions should be put upon 
the use of the water now available. 
Hereafter, and until the system baa 
been entirely Inspected and repaired, 
there Is to be but one water "tap" for 
each block throughout the city. This 
Is considered necessary because of the 
wanton waste ot water by many peo- 
ple and to conserve the present supply 
against a possible emergency. 


Another Shock Felt. 


San Francisco, April 26.—The city of 


San Francisco 
again was in terror 


Wednesday night as a result of another 
earthquake shock, which shook almo& 
the entire peninsula, about 
thre 


o'clock in the afternoon. 


The trembler lasted fully one minut 


during which time thousands In a stat 
bordering on panic ran wildly into th 
streets. 
Many walls of burned build 


ings which had been left standing In 
weak condition fell with a crash an 
many frail buildings were conslderabl 
shaken 
up, 
though apparently bu 


slightly damaged. 


So, far as known the shock 
cause 


but one death, that of Mrs. Anna Whit 
aker, nged 25 years. 
Mrs. Wiiitake 


was at work In the . kitchen of 
he
